>On 17th Street Sewer 


Twenty-four Hour Sched ule Maintained by Con­ 
tractors; Pipe Will Be Jacked Beneath 
Rail road Tracks. 


WELLSVILLE, O . Juno 24 —Work 
Ink' three crews dally, covering the 
entire 24 hours, contractors in charge 
of the construction of 
the 
Seven­ 
teenth street storm sewer are losing 
little time as they burrow beneath 
the Pennsylvania Railroad tracks to 
provide storm relief for west end rest 
dents.
